1. On 3 March 1952 the entire 147 Division, 49 Army, was moved by the Central and 


South China Military Area Command from Canton to the Sino-British border. 
Headquarters of this division, and searc. light, guard, reconnaissance, and 
communications battalions were at Shengh'uan (114-08, 22-32) and P'inghu (114-08, 
2241); an artillety battalion was at Shaching (113-49, 22-44) and Kumao (# 7X); 
the 439 Regiment, with 2,500 men, was at Kuanlan (124-04, 22-49), Ch'ingch'i 
(114-10, 22-49), and Changmt'ou (114-06, 22-53); the 440 Regiment, with 2,400 
men, was at Ch'angp*ing (114-01, 22-58) and Tatungkeng ( 37\); and the 41 
Regiment, with 2,500 men, was at Lunghua (114-01, 22-38), Hsinch'iao (113-50, 
eeu), and Hengkang (114-13, 22-38).
